Having almost wiped out the legiti- 
tra.e theater, only to find it replaced 
by a tremendous growth and popularity 
of the resident stock company, the mo- 
tion picture interests now are giving 
thought and attention toward eliminat- 
ing this new competitor, which is re- 
garded as a probabie stumbling block 
for the talking films

| Vauditorials 


HCUSE MANAGERS ARE IN a position 
to do much toward giving their stage 
shows a brighter luster and promoting 
harmony backstage. Unbiased observa- 
tion shows that most of them-—in the 
Greater New York srea—rarely exert the 
initiative necessary to achieve these 
ends. In some instances the apathy is 
ascribed to lack of Incentive due to long 
hours and infrequent days off; another 
cause of the fallure of house executives 
to carry out their implied duties its the 
natural timidity of a front-of-the-house 
man in interfering with backstage af- 
airs. 

Frequently one is Bnpressed by the 
extent to which ad lib. clowning is per- 
mitted in neighborhood houses. One 
must conclude after watching a doren 
or so of the wisecrackers doing their 
stuff that the house manager nods to 
all of this on the general theory that 
anything funny is acceptable. It mat- 
ters not how the wisecracker humiliates 
straight acts In following spots; it even 
matters little or not at all that the im- 
provising funsters take coarse raps at 
local institutions and movements A 
house manager, particularly one em- 
ployed by the larger circuits; ts per- 
mitted a wide latitude itn censorship 
action and his decisions, even when 
contrary to plain horse sense, are in- 
variably backed up by the office. In 
view of the support he is assured of get- 
ting in what he does in his business 
relations with acts it is surprising that 
the average house manager falls, for 
stance, to put the kibosh on comedians 
slamming mind-reading acts or dramatic 
sketches on the same bill. * 


Tt ts all right. we imagine, to put 4 
melodramatic burlesque into a comedy 
act and pack this thing tight with ridi- 
cule against this type of entertainment 
Yet when a vaude. show represents In its 
various spots the branches of entertaim- 
ment which it exploits it seems unfair 
that the ad lib. clown should jump one 
pace ahead of everyone on the bil) 
ridiculing one and all with the slim 
excuse that he is doing it in jest—and 
that makes it okay. Vaudeville audi- 
ences want to be amused—and frequent- 
ly—enlightened. When a vaude. sketch 
or a beautiful dancing act creates cer- 
tain pictures of beauty or stirs the depths 
of emotion they, too, serve a definite 
purpose 

Comedians have not the right to crab 
the works by vulgar cracks. House man 
agers should be made to realize this. If 
they fail to see the pofnt there are flocks 
and flocks of young men walting to take 
thelr desks who see farther than the 
tips of their noses.

GCheatrical 
eMutual Assn.

ST. LOUIS LODGE NO. 5 has the honor 
of having as a Member one who is known 
as the oldest stage electrician in St. 
Louis. His name is John M. Holley, and 
he is nearing 80 years of age. He is also 
a@ member of the Theatrica! Brotherhood, 
and very rarely misses a meeting of the 
organization. 


Brother Holley was first employed at 
Pope’s Theater in 1881. Gas was still 
the medium of theatrical lighting. Soon 
after he came to St. Louis electricity be- 
gan to displace gas in the theaters. A 
plant was installed in Pope’s, and for 
the next two years he served as engineer 
and stage electrician before he began to 
devote his time to the latter work. 

It was at Pope’s that Holley obtained 
his intimate acquaintance with many of 
the great actors of other days. He takes 
great. pleasure in talking of the days 
when things back stage were not handled 
in so efficient a manner as today, but 
he will tell you in a very emphatic man- 
ner that they do not have one bit better 
shows now than when he first began to 
work in the theaters. 

He will say: “Why, they had real actors 
and actresses in those days. The stars 
were real stars and the members of the 
supporting cast had to be good, too 
Things were a great deal different on the 
stage then. Such a thing as a show troupe 
traveling with all the members of the 
cast and full scenery and property, as is 
done today, was not heard of for several 
years after I started work. Every thea- 
ter had a group of stock actors from 
which the supporting cast would be 
drawn. Only the stars traveled then. and 
the theater had to furnish all scenery 
and Rgraphernalia.” 

Brother Holley was born at Columbus, 
Ga., August 6, 1648, and being larce for 
his age, tooK up railroading, and became 
a full-fledged™fireman at the age of 16 
years. He finally cave this up and took 
a job as engineer in the National Thea- 
ter, Cincinnati, O., in 1866. 


From then on he has been employed 
at the Pope, Havlin, Standard, Gayety. 
American, Shubert-Jefferson and Odeon, 
and, altho now retired, he still enjoys 
seeing a good show. He does not go out 
much except to take in a show or attend 
the meetings of the T. M. A. or the 
Theatrical Brotherhood A wonderful 
man in al! respects and one liked by all! 
who know him.

Zoo Notes 


THE 700 AT HERMANN PARK, Hous- 
ton, attracted national attention when 
& i6-fcot python housed there lay 15 
eggs. This is said to be a rare occur- 
ence. Female pythons are scarce in this 
country in the first place. Second, for 
them to lay eggs while in captivity Is 
most unusual. Some of the eggs have 
been preserved in formaldehyde, others 
are being incubated. The snake, known 
as “Pearl”. was brought to the United 
States by Snake King. of Brownsville, 
who purchased it from Ellis Joseph, ani- 
mal dealer of Sydney, Australia. New 
arrivals at Hermann Park Zoo include a 
baby zebu, buffalo, Indian geese and 
lion cubs. Hang Nagle is zoo keeper. 
Clarence Prock is park superintendent. 

FRED H. BUCK, a former newspaper- 
man, has been named to make the col- 
lection of animals for the new Chicago 
Zoological Garden, which when com- 
pleted will be one of the finest in the 
world. Mr. Buck is one of the world's 
best known collectors of animals and 
has captured a large percentage of speci- 
mens in American zoos. He has pre- 
pared a list of 500 specimens. Mr. Buck 
expects to spend three years making the 
collection. The construction alone for 
the Chicago Zoo will cost $5,000,000. It 
is being financed partially by Mrs. Har- 
old McCormick, daughter of John D. 
Rockefeller, and ts headed by John T. 
McCutcheon.

ent time. Preliminary plans and esti- 
motes can be prepared and final de- 
cisions reached as to {ust what fs best 


sulted to the particular location under 
consideration. The survey and analysis 


of the needs of the park will be much 
more accuiate when the engineers are 
able to see the trend of business and 
habits and characteristics of the patrons 
during the operating period, whica may 
mean many thousands of dollars in gross 
receipts to the owner 

If these matters are deferred until 
the first of the year, all engineers and 
manufacturers are overwhelmed with re- 
quests for plans, bids, estimates and so 
forth, and it is only natural that the 
mature consideration, which is 80 neces- 
Sary in many cases, will be sacrificed to 
a certain extent on account of the speed 
required to finish the work within the 
time limit 

Another clement that has a bearing on 
this subject is the fact that construc- 
tion in the fall, from September 15 to 
January 1, can ordinarily be accom- 
plished under much better conditions 
than when it is undertaken during the 
winter and early spring months from 
January to April. This is particularly 
true of concrete, and in fact all con- 
struction where the labor is exposed to 
the harsh elements during the cold and 
stormy months. I am informed by an 
engineer and manufacturer of very wide 
experience in the construction of large 
amusement enterprises that as much as 
20 per cent possibly may be added to the 
cost of a job due to rush planning and 
construction in the springtime, as com- 
pared with the same work when started 
in the fall of the year My own ex- 
perience bears out this statement 

The reasonable and togical procedure 
is certainly to start in right now to 
make plans for 1929. and it is just as 
lugical and necessary for every park 
executive to get away from his own 
plant for a few days at least and look 
over the work of his neighbors while 
they are operating under normal condi- 
tions 

It is very difficult to gauge the value 
of a device, or the attractiveness of an 
installation, if it is examined after the 
clese of the summer season.

Jean A. Lussier Goes Over 
Niagara Falls in Rubber Ball 


Jean A. Lussier, 36 years old, of Spring- 
field, Mass. a French Canadian, went 
over the Horseshoe Falis, Niagara Falls, 
in a huge rubber ball, and successfully 
completed the death-defying adventure 
with only a few minor bruises July 4. 


Lussier, safely strapped in a specially 
comstructed ball, dropped over the 
cataract on the Canadian side, and a 
few minutes later was towed to safety. 
The throng which witnessed the plunge 
had feared he would be carried beyond 
rescue into the rapids by the swirling 
current. 

Lussier started his trip over the falls 
from a point off Cayuga Island, three 
miles up the river, and traveled the dis- 
tance, including the drop, In 50 minutes. 
The ball, manufactured from his own 
design, was red in color, and weighed 700 
pounds. It had been stored in a barn 
near the river's edge for the last few 
days, while provincial police searched for 
it in hopes of preventing the dangerous 
voyage. 

William (Red) Hill, daring riverman, 
was waiting in a small rowboat in the 
eddies below the falls when the giant 
ball plunged over the precipice. He 
rowed alongside and attached a rope to 
the ball and pulled for shore. Lussier 
was in a semi-conscious condition when 
taken out. 

The first known trip over Niagara Falls 
was made in 1901, by Mrs. Annie Edison 
Taylor. She plunged over in a wooden 
barrel. Bobby Leach went over in @ 
specially constructed steel barrel in 1916.

The next time this show, or any other, 
causes a framed recommendation to be 
ser’. tn, it will be put into print and 
alongside it will be the actual facts 
about the show. 

For the information of all 
endorsements of shows as being clean 
and moral, even when known to be 
genuine, will not be published in these 
columns. 

They are nice, but such matter comes 
under the head of advertising. 

Furthermore, shows are supposed to 
be straight and on the level as a matter 
of course. 

So, why try to make a2 special virtue 
out of concuct that is incumbent upon 
any business enterprise?

Publishing expressions of praise in the 
news columns is not going to accom- 
plish anything toward cleaning up the 
rotten shows 

All amusement organizations are. ez- 
pected to so conduct themselves that 
they will merit the praise of the people 

But they are not supposed to rip and 
tear so as to arouse antagonism, incur 
the enmity of the public and injure 
their brother showmen besides. 

So it is this kind of news, a record of 
the outfits engaged in the raw stuff, that 
will be publicized as a warning and to 
assist local officials, fair secretaries, 
auspices and showfolk themselves. 

Here’s an instance of the far-reaching 
detrimental effects of grift show opera- 
tions: 

Last week, in Poughkeepsie, N. Y., the 
police closed the gambling games carried 
by a carnival. They even confiscated 
some of the machines, in addition to 
airesting one operator and holding him 
in #2500 bail. 

The action resulted from complaints 
of persons who had been mulcted out 
of large sums. 

The publicity given this incident was 
not confined to the local neighborhood. 

Tt was played up by newspapers in 
near-by cities and got to the town where 
the show had played the week before. 


The papers in the latter community 
took advantage of the opportunity to 
ring in the fact that the carnival had 
pulled off some strong work in that 
town as well, and had left the lot in a 
disgracefu' condition after staying there 
two weeks. 


Two egrifters with a circus were ar- 
rested last week in Greenville, Pa., and 
fined $150 each, plus costs, while an 
additional amount of money. said to 
have been used in operating the games, 
was confiscated 

About a month previous a kindred 
show went thru that section with the 
same rackets, so the State constabulary 
were right in waiting for visit of the 
eevond one.

Everything that was fed these 275 people 
each day was purchased from Decatur 
stores. Most of this bunch of people had 
rooms either in local hotels or in near- 
by private residences, and, of course, the 
money for these stayed in Decatur. The 
switching charge on the train was $90 
and that was paid to railroads here. 


“A local transfer firm handled the 
loading and unloading of the carnival, 
for which I imagine a very fair sum was 
paid. Feed for carnival horses was bought 
here, oll and gasoline was bought locally 
and just about everything else that was 
used. One can see that between the 
$2,000 paid us and the expenses of the 
carnival and its 275 people here for a 
week took up a lot of that $10,000. 


“As for the carnival itself, I do say 1 
think it was a very good company and 
better than many other carnivals on the 
road. They were square and aboveboard 
with us and their shows were clean. A 
minister, some schoo! officials and others 
attended one night, and were very well 
satisfied with the class of shows. 


“Another argument against those who 
are opposing carnivals here is that it 
probably gets monotonous to thousands 
of Decatur people who have nothing to 
go to all winter long but picture shows. 
That thousands of Decatur people want 
to see a carnival is evident from the 
crowds that attended this carnival every 
night, and the fact that on one night !t 
was estimated 8,000 people were on the 
grounds."—Decatur (T111.) Review.

had dinner with the Chief just before 1 
told the sad, sad story. But I forgive 
you for knocking. As you grow older 
and as old as I am, you will know that 
pitchmen are like street men. Let's hope 
the knockers of the jam will reform be- 
fore it is too late. Isn't that right, 
Frank?” 


“TWENTY YEARS AGO I was a jam 
man,” Doc “J. C. R.” pipes from Pitts- 
burgh. “I was a good one. I quit because 
the Jaw, the sporting life and other calls 
took every dime. I am not opposed to 
the jam, because I used to do it myself, 
but I am opposed to the horde of 
Johnnie-come-latelies, calling themselves 
jammers. They are so-called jam men 
when compared to the genuine artists, 
such as Big Foot Wallace, Kent Marshall, 
Harry Williams and others of that call- 
ber. Most of these young ones haven't 
the ability to sell a 10-cent slum pack- 
age straight. I went to a town yesterday 
(June 16), where any capable high 
straight could get a C or a C and a half 
The tip was mostly kids. I saw very few 
grownups. What there were of the 
grownups hum way back in the rear 
There was much comment about fakes 
They had been up against a weegee, who 
didn't know how to square his tip. How 
much did this one get? Painstaking in- 
vestigation shows his gross was 645. Take 
out the reader, cost of stock and ex- 
penses, and we find he can’t make his 
nut. He jammed a good spot and got 
nothing, but ruined it for good pitch- 
men, jar or straight. Moral: Before you 
start jamming spots, be sure you are 5 
pitchman. I have been driving hither 
and yon about the Eastern country 
worfing med. straight at $2. I have a 
strong flash. a strong joint, and sell 
straight. And I am always working.” 


E. SEYMOUR has quit the sheet and 
has @ new racket. Known as Zingaro, he 
is putting on «a sensational advertising 
stunt. He tells about it: “Remember, ! 
haven't reported since 1 gave up sheet 
vriting. Of course, you have noticed 
listings in the magazines, where I have 
been putting on my endurance drive as 
an advertising scheme. I would like once 
again to see this old name of mine in 
the column, which I never fail to read, 
for, as you know, once a pitchman., al- 
ways one. I find no trouble in selling 
advertisements for my endurance run, 
and am always fortunate enough to be 
booked by a theater immediately after 
the run is over, wherever I make same 
Tell the boys I find the people in Ala- 
bama, especially the northern section, 
southern section of Tennessee, north- 
western pirt of Georgia and Northern 
Mississippi wonderful. City officials ip 
most every town always show a willing- 
ness to co-operate with any salesman 
who comes tnto their town, conducting 
thernselves in a gentlemanly manner, and 
knows the meaning of courtesy. Gosh. 
Bill, don't courtesy and a little emile oc- 
casionally soften the hardest of hearts” 
I even believe jam men could get by 
much better if they would smile and 
stop finding fault with the towns they 
go into. Personally, I hope the time wil! 
come when every salesman and pitchman 
will learn that it pays to leave a town 
clean for the man who follows, and here's

50 or 150 men, etc., and then you just 
treat these fellows all good and give 
them all the good spots that you know 
of and listen attentively to their harc- 
luck stories, and if one of them happens 
to be one of those has-been-successfu 
rud workers who stops at cheap house- 
keeping quarters and spends his time 
going around to the hotels where the 
other boys are stopping, doing his pitch- 
ing in the lobbies. saying that he doesn't 
claim to be a big money getter, but in- 
stead is only a bum and expects to al- 
ways be a bum as long as he follows up 
the pitch game, dropping a word now 
and then, here and there, that goes to 
wisen up the steady hotel lobby home- 
guard about the gimmicks on his and

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Outdoor Observations 


p. T. Barnum said: 

“you do not any of you advertise 
enough. You ought to use the printer's 
ink every day, You are asleep and want 
sour business to run itself. Standing 
advertisements command confidence.” 


There is a big sermon for outdoor 
showmen in these words, 

Perhaps the greatest drawback to the 
advancement of outdoor amusements 
business has been, and still is, the lack 
of proper advertising by showmen. 

By “proper advertising” is meant, first 
and foremost, regular advertising in the 


trade paper. 


A trade paper is the mirror of the in- 
dustry it represents. 

Therefore it should always reflect a 
picture of initiative, enterprise and in- 
telligent activity. 

Advertising to the public is important, 
of course, but the logical first step of 
a business is publicity within the trade, 
and it is thru the medium of the trade 
paper that showmen are enabled to 
send their message directly and surely 
into the hands of the men who are most 
interested in the news of the business— 
and the men who, im One Way or ar- 
other, can do immeasurable good for 
showmen. 


These, by the way, are some of the 
precepts of the film industry—the views 
of Adolph Zukor himself—and there is 
no need to go into details about how 
eminently successful the picture busi- 
ness has been in coming to the front. 

Big-scale advertising tn the trade press 
helped to do it. 


When a trade paper carries 8 
volume of enterprising and effective ad- 
vertising copy, the trade and other read- 
ers are stimulated. 

But if there are only a few ads, indif- 
ferently got up, the dominant urge of 
the business is cheent 


—— + 


Dutdoor show press agents, whose duty 
it is to sell the shows they represent, 
either are not’ slive to the greatest 
medjum at their command, or for some 
reason they fail to make their employers 
utilize it 

There is no better “first advance man” 
for a show than the trade paper. 


Some publicity representatives main- 
tain a matling list and send out cir- 
culars, clippings, etc., from time to time 
This is all right in its way, but it doesn’t 
go far enough. 


In the first place, the average mailing 
list has less than 1,000 names on it— 
merely the particular fair secretaries, 
committees and individuals in whom the 
thow is directly interested 

The show has no assurance that the

material sent out is always read by these 
men. 

Likely as not, after the first few cir- 
culars, the novelty wears off, the 
recipient knows just what's in each 
pertedien} envelope, and he throws it 
aside. 

But he wouldn't think of doing that 
with the weekly copy of his trade paper, 
because he knows it contains news. 

The advertisements in the trade 
also are NEWS, ~~ Yo: 


Secondly, it is shortsightedness for a 
show to limit its promotion work to a 
small number within the trade. 

Sometimes it is the very persons not 
on the list who are most interested in 
the show and can, directly or indirectly, 
do it valuable turns. 


Circularization may be all right be- 
tween a merchant and his customers 
who are permanent residents of a town, 
but in an ever-changing and itinerant 
business like the show game it is a very 
uncertain method. 


Third, the cost of sending out say, a 
thousand circulars, including the print- 
ing (or cost of clippings), stationery, 
postage, labor, etc., would be around $50. 

Assuming that the circulars are read 
by at least half of the addressees—which 
is an unusually high percentage—it will 
be costing the show #50 to place a mes- 
sage before 500 persons. 

An ad in the trade paper could bring 
the same story, in more impressive form, 
to as many as 10,000 persons who would 
be interested in that very message, and 
who would take pains to absorb it be- 
cause of the very fact that it appears tn 
the trade paper, and also because they 
know that thousands of others will 
read it. 


So, don't bank too heavily on the 
value and effectiveness of a mailing list. 

Even if you have a full 1,000 or 2,000 
nmamer on it, the trade paper stil! can 
carry your message--with more com- 
manding dignity and at smaller cost—to 
five or ten times as many—al! of whom 
will read your story, and all of whom 
you shéuld reach, but can't except thru 
the all-covering trade paper.

Instead of the haphazard practice of 
mailing out individual tear-out sheets 
or reprints of flattering local notices 
accorded the show, just think how much 
more impressive and effective it would 
be—how much more prestige it would 
give the show—to put these good notices 
into a big ad in the trade paper where 
all will see them. 

For proof of the power of advertising 
you need only look around you. 

Wrigley’s gum is no better than Beech- 
nut, but it is by long odds the greatest 
seller because it is by far the biggest 
advertiser. 

Hart, Schafner & Marx clothes may be 
inferior to the product of some local 
tailors, but H., 8S. & M. get the big busi- 
ness because they have advertised their 
name and made it a byword. 


Locally, the general newspapers are 
your medium of exploitation for direct 
returns. 

But don’t forget that the newspapers, 
in particular, carefully scrutinize the 
trade press, and their opin‘on of your 
show is formed largely from impressions 
obtained thru the trade paper. 


When a show's publicity representative 
walks into a newspaper office “cold”, he 
stands much better chance of getting 
a@ decent break if his show has regularly 
come to the attention of the editors 
thru the trade paper than he would if 
the show had not created an advance 
impression.

NEW YORK, July 7.—Had it not been 
for the untimely rain on the afternoon 
of July 4, which sent the people scurry- 
ing In all directions, the parks and beach 
resorts in the Greater New York terri- 
tory would have established new fig- 
ures for business.

has no difficulty whatever distinguish- 
ing the words she speaks 


The story of Lights of New York ts 
that of two young lovers, who, weary of 
the home town, seek fame and fortune 
on Broadway. The girl, as a night club 
entertainer, and the lad, as the owner 
of a speakeasy he thought was a barber 
shop, become involved in bootlegging ac- 
tivities and barely escape the usual pit- 
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falls, Hugh Herbert and Murray Roth, 
who have written scores of vaudeville 
sketches,-are the authors of the scenario 
and the dialog, which, on the whole, is 
suitable for this type of story. Interest 
and suspense are sustained to the end, 
altho the picture is a trifle slow at the 
start and the scenes are faded out a 
little clumsily. Bryan Foy, who has been 
making Vitaphone acts for Warner 
Brothers, directed, and in the second 
half handled the various sequences to 
far better advantage, fading the voice 
and sounds out with the picture and 
jumping quickly to the next scene 
Shifting the camera around on the one 
set from one character to the other is 
done neatly without any cuts in the 
reproduction.

If Lights of New York were a silent

nothing were heard. ‘

Oldest Zoological Garden in World © 


To Celebrate 100th Anniversary in 19 


The oldest zoo will celebrate its 
100th anniversary this year. 

In the century of its existence the 
London Zoological Gardens has set 
the pace of progress for all similar in- 
stitutions and is today probably the 
world’s largest zoo. 

“Zoos are another one of those things 
that the Chinese thought of first,” says 
a bulletin from headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society, “but the 
‘Intelligence Park’, organized by an early 
emperor, did not survive 

“Nearly every big American city, and 
many near-big cities, have organized 
are building or expect to establish zoos 
Toledo has just opened one; Detroit is 
completing a splendid zoo park, likewise 
San” Diego, while the Lincoln Park 
Menagerie, beloved by Chicago, will soon 
be supplemented by a huge, costly re- 
serve on the southwest edge of the city. 
built in the most modern style of zoo 
architecture to house a collection as 
good as or better than New York's 

“The Hagenbecks, at Stellingen, on 
the outekirts of Hamburg, Germany. 
created in 1907 the modern style of zoo 
Planning which has had widespread in- 
fluence Their scheme of bariless pens 
will be a major feature of the new Chi- 
cago park : 

“Back in 1848 the great-grandfather 
of the present Hagenbecks began an 
animal collection with a few seals pur- 
chased from an Arctic whaler By the 
time of the World War his son and 
grandson dominated the world trade in 
wild animals, owned by a big circus, 
and had built their famous combination 
woo, receiving station and animal-train- 
ing farm at Stellingen From a lieve! 
meadow in the flat plain near Hamburg 
rise the Hagenbecks’ ‘mountains’, bullt 
of concrete, to a height of 130 feet, and 
among the highlands, lowlands and ar- 
tificial lakes a visitor walks from the 
Arctic With its animals and birds to 
teeming Africa, and from Siberia to 
South America. 


“The Hagenbecks have been called 
into consultation by builders of new 
zoos inthe United States and other 
countries with the result that it will be 
possible at Chicago and Detroit to get 
almost the same thrill of locking a lion 
in the eye that one might § get by 
journeying to Africa to meet the king 
of beasts on the veldt. 


“In furthering the educational prfir- 
poses of zoos, America leads the way. 
Zoo keepers have acquired new duties as 
lecturers in the public schools and in 
some parks trained guides help purils 
get more from a zoo trip than they woqgld 
gather by unassisted sightseeing. At tne 
Bronx Zoo motion pictures of the habigs 
of animals have been made for schodl 
use. St. Louis recognizes the zoo as an 
institution on par with the public library 
ana as such supports it with a subsidy 
of two mills out of every $1 paid for 
taxes 

“Zoological gardens have also striven 
to make their charges more comfortable 
Cages are larger today and are kept 
cleaner. Winter temperatures are con- 
trolled in zoo houses The question of 
creating a tropic humidity for tropic an}- 
mals is under investigation . Variety df 
diet insisted upon at the new Toledo 
park requires that the zoo kitchen must 
never prepare the same meal on suc- 
cessive days for certain animals Zoo 
keepers everywhere are watching an ex- 
periment in the London gardens, where 
ultra-violet lights have been mounted in 
the reptile house to bathe the snakes 
in artificial sunshine 

“Better care has insured longer life 
and more success with young born in 
captivity Zoos take great pride in their, 
oldest ‘apartment holders The reign 
ing Methuselah is the tortoise in the 
London ‘vo, known to be more than 100, 
years old At Washington the National 
Zoological Park, which is remarkable 
among American institutions for its 
specimens of unusual scientific interest, 
has a sulphut-crested cockatoo, spry and 
active, altho he has entertained millions 
of visitors since the day the zoo opened 
38 years ago. 

“The Washington Park orders an au- 
topsy performed on every animal, bird 
or reptile that dies. The bodies are sent 
to specialists In the Government depart- 
ments, who co-Gperate in studying the 
causes of death, and in this way parasites 
and bacteria new to science have been 
discovered, Animals have been found 
subject to almost every disease man 
must cope with and many more. The 
diseases that are most dangerous to 
beast and birds in captivity have been 
revealed by the voluminous records of 
ailments at the Washington 200.
